Bat he abused (his just reasoning,by the levi.

ing hie victory over the5panish name. In alt 
the mettifarioas action of ‘arbitrary” power, 
which Napoteon, beset:with uneasiness, had 
exercised or witnessad, there was a perpetual 
eollidion between force and terror=eand inde. 
fatigábte straining of authority over its sub. 
jectss to the attermost point of endurance.

archy. The iûhabitants of Spain (speaking 
broadly) boete the trappings of despotisim, 
but felt not il8 yok ‘The Court itself might 
be despised or hated.; betif the person was 
ob:‘oxious, the prorogative was sacre 
ündisturbed, Justice was impure—but her 
corruptions were immemorial, an not whell 
unbalanced. evils; for they wrougbt as res. 
traints upon. the alaerity of lifigation, and 
excited more of ridicule than disorder. If 
we deseribe the Inguisition as all powerful, 
the mischriefs of such a tribunal must be es. 
sentially wmitigated, when most Spaniards of 
taak were enrolled in its service; aud where 
the Crawn itself came to act against ‘the sub. 
jest, the tedious intricacy and inflexibitity of 
of office in that nation, operate like fetters on 
Hs viofence. 

But the pride af Spanish blood, was from 
early youth uarsed up the in the bosom of the 
most unprovided ‘peasaut, whose occasional 
repinings at kris own lot, were feeble in com. 
parisou with the disdain he felt for that of 
ather nations. Ju spite, therefore; ‘of uum. 
berless vices and anomatics of their political 
spätem-—aithough the remains of liberty, no 
toriger secured by taw, lived but chrough the 
imdotent ascendancy of habit—although the 
remembrance of victory served but to aggra. 
vate the nortificatieh of those who for cen. 
turies had ceused to conquer—although de. 
parted opulence had left behind it passions, 
which indigence could not appease-—the Eu- 
ropean subjects of the Spanish Crown were 
practically free, and substantially happy. 

‘These premises might justify the conclusion, a 
prêorî, thatastrong national character belong. 
ed to the Spaniards; and that whe the Usur- 
per, who, in distant regions, had met no re. 
sistance from patriotic or spontaneous courage, 
imagined that by carrying off the Regalia of 
the kingdom, he would stife thé means of 
eppoeition among its inhabitants, he proceed. 
ed on'à fundamental and îrretrievable error. 
Frt éruth, by stripping that lofty-rainded peo. 
ple of the Royal rdbes which coucealed and 
kept down, but did notextinguish their native 
fire ; he brought publie sentiment, if F may so 
epress myself, into contact with the air, and 
produced an explosion which has shake, and. 
which ought to have destroyed the whöle 
fabric ‘of French ascendancy. Now mark the 
contrast between the Spanish and other wars, 
À defeat of once arbitrary Monarch by ano. 
ther, is an event confined to Monarchs, and their 
immediate favourites ar victims. It touches 
the royal, but not the human syn;pathies,—it 
raises no question, except of naked controversy, 
on the sharpest and most etcient modes of 
dominion ; and leads to few varieties, in the lot 
of vassals, whose hopeless eouditivn no change 
af masters will relieve, and no caprice of 
power can oxasperate. An unsuceessful cam. 
Paign, therefore, made by Buonaparte, against, 
the House of Austria, of Brandenburgh, %e. 
might eud, (though it is vot likely so to end) 
in his disgorging some slight portion of their 
aecumulated spoils=—in the detachiment of some 
worthless and remote extremity, rom his enor. 
Muus usurpations; but it would still be a 
family quarrel amoûgst these Autocrats, aud 
leave the influence aud specifie merits of » des 
potism precisely on their ancient footing. 
‘His contest with the” unfettered nations of 
the Peninsula, has opened a inore interesting 
scene. Ithas committed the Kuvader, aud he 
is conscious of it, against the natural feelings 
of mankind. Instcad of remaining, as herc. 
tufore, cool or‚in dignant spectators, the 
human race are now parties to the peading 
cause of freedom at large, agaiust despotism 
persouniâed in Buonaparte; and on the issue 
of the passing struggle, hinges not the fate of 
the Portuguese or Spaniard, but:of- those 
principles to which the T'yraut has deliberately 
bound his own political existence. | 


and. 


First then, the value of Spain with regard 
tothe war against England ;—sccondly, the 
importance of the Spanish war, as generating 
a crisis in the fortunes of military despotism. 
Such are the considerâtions from which I long 
ago represented the'feverish anxiety of ‘Buo- 
naparte, on the subject of the Peninsula, 
te be more intense than auy rival appetite 
that disturbed him. We are not to be ted 
away from this persuasion, by the fact of his 
hie employing a much larger force in German 
Rys-ror of his invreasing that Force at the exe 
peuce of his Spanish druries. The original de- 


sigu was to outstrip and auticipate the moral 


Consequences of his attack upon the Spaniards, 
by making sure of their subjectiou, befure 
other nations, harasscd and exhausted by his 
eruelties ; should awake to this new outrage 
Upon their common rights. He therefore 
deluged the-proviuces beyoud the Pyrenuees 
With troops, ihat he might carry the Peninsula 
by storm. Nature, and the genius óf Lord 
Wellington, rgpulsed him. From the tight 
ef Massena we may date the rising murmurs, 
dd threateniúg “movements of the North. 
Näúpoleun found that the’ assault had: failed ; 
but he hoped ‘thai a Blockade might. prosper. 
He therefore changed the elementary basis and 
in:rinsic character of tho Spanish war, Know. 
ing that the Provisional Government could 
not prevent, and that the English Ministers 
would kindly assist the scheme, he resolved 
on-converting Life itself, from a deadly ene. 
my, to an efficient ally: The deláys ke ex. 
perienced had now produced the mischiefs hè 
originally dreaded; the northern nations hav. 
ing been progressively and powerfally iafam- 
ed with a spirit of uncontrolable vengeance; 
=ränd French supremacy, from Dantzic to 
the Tezel, being menaced with a dezisive overe 
throw, He determined, therefore, by au 
ireuption into the North of Europe, to dis- 
sipate the storm, since his most rapid and 
Strenuaus exertions in the Squth, kad proved 
insutficient to avert it ’ 

This, then, is thestage to which we have 
brought our subject he attenipt at a coupe 
de.main on the Peninsula having utterly fails 
ed, an invasion of the British Islands from 
that point was uo louger within the reach of 
Buonaparte, But if there be no limits to the 
Price at which he would have rated his success 
against the Spaniards,meârst, as the praper 
ingtrumeúts of ruin to England=and next, 
as.the representatives of public liberty ; in the 
safe” proportion did he feel the anguish of 
Gisappointinent,— the uecessity. for indem. 
aification,=and the appetite for revenge. 
Couid he then make peace? No. ‘The very 
contest for the Spanish Crown had armed both 
parties with pretensions from which neither 
could recede,—erendering peace, so far as 
Spain was the subject,—rand invasion, so far 
as she could be the source of it, alike unate 
taiaable. Fo attempt England in her colonies 
was still too wild an enterprize 3 and to res- 
trict the war to her Ánances, too slow a pro. 
cess. Nothing, (relectant and incredulous 
as wearel) uothing again remained to him, 
but invastou,==invasion procecding from a 
different quarter, —fabricated with fresh ma 
terials, and describing an opposite course. 

fe capabilities of the Western Coast of 
Europe, considered in relation to a direct in- 
vestiture of these Istands, present a fruitful & 
magnificent field of speculation, to the eye of 
military genius, The prospect of an army of 
various natlious, amounting to four or ve 
hundred thousand men‚—folded into many 
tremeudous masses, — with all their naval means 
of transport, subsistence, and protection, 
issuing from the several mouths of a maritime 
frontier, that stretches from the Mediterraacan 
to the Baltic Sea,—and urged by one simulta- 
veous impulse, to one uidivided end :—this is 
a spectacle wich, even to an Englishman of 
bold and capacious mind, has something in it 
so splendid, vast, and inspiriug, as, 1 confess, 
would make me freely forgive the enthusiasm, 
to which it exalts the passtons of a Freuch 
soldier. On the faculty of confaunding that 
prodigiaus movement,—a task of more sacred 
duty, of brighter glory, & of genius far more 
elevated,—it may hereafter become our proe 
vince to dwell. The present theme is dan- 
ger==unot Security, 

The Scheldt and Boulagne seem qualified to 
form the ceutre of every consistent plan for 
tho forcible snbjugation of Great Britain, 
Unprotected, however, by secondary expedia 
tions, it is weak to presuine that an attack, 
from these points only, would be attended 
with certain and permanent success. The coast, 
therefore, from the Harbour of Brest, to that 
of Cadiz, was destined, on the wide scale of 
Buonaparte’s tactics for the prolongation 
and position of his left wing. The effort 
failed “The post could not be carried. He 
found that unless he deferred indefinitely the 
dy of battle, he must support the centre, 
not with his left, but with hisricht. This 
ib a citcumstance of inestimable moment, fo. 
wards:the explanation of all that followed. 
Hotland, undoubtediy, was in his hands: but 
would Holland answer the púrpose of a de. 





tached positiou? No. The Texel itself, 
the Northern extremity of the Dutch marie 
time frontier, was seated too near the armae 
ments of the Scheldt; and would constitute 
rather a part of, than a protection to his 
main undertaking. ft became necessary to 
establish a line still farther northward, The 
Elbe and the Weser were liable to some Jocal 
objectiens, added to that of contiguity, which 
applied to Holland ; and Kurope was destitute 
of any station on the out-side of the Sound, 
which would answer, to their fuit extent, the 
various exigencies of the period in the life 
of Buonaparte. It then became his urgent 
policy—to achieve the dominton of the 
bultic, 

Denmack, and the northern coast of Gere 
many, operate, with reference to the British 
Empire, uot only as channels through which 
it may be enriched, but as points from which 
it may beattacked or defended. ‘The vatue 
annexed to them by French Statesmen, is, in 
a: ratio, compounded of these manifold 
capacities. The fatal usc to which the resoure 
ges of Denmark would be convertible in the 
bauds of France, may beinferred from the 
purposes to which they were actually destined, 
by certain articles of the Treaty of Tilsit; — 
and the powerfal influence naturally assigned 
ta the passession of the southeru shores of the 
Baltic, appears from the liberality with which 
French garrisons were distributed among the 
Several fortresses af that line of coast—or 


amang these of the intertor by which it was 


effectually commanded. Colberg, in Prussian 
Pomeranian, and Stralsund, in the Swedish, 
were, [ believe, the ànly exceptions. Butan 
altempt was made on ‘Colberg; in 1811; and 
Stralsund was seized in the fallawing year, 
when the suspicious of Buonaparte were fally 
roused to the wavering allegianee af his pupil. 
The measures of the confelcrâcy, formed at 
Tilsit, were broken by the capture of the 
Danish Ficet. ‘Fhe toose. operation, and 
precarious issue of the Continental System, 
undermiued as it was by the ingennity of every 
cauuting-hause in Kurope, confirmed the 
effects of our expedition against the Dancs,— 
that single phenomenon of Ministerial vigour, 
—änd drove Buonaparte to an assault upon 
the Pyrennees. By the tardy and ambiguous 
progress of his arms in Spain, he was compel. 
led once more to re-establish his Northern. 
Combinations, or forsake the war with 
England as a hapeless cause. More rapid in 
the transition than a famished cagle,'he flew 
across the Continent,-cxhiiiting a simple 
uniformity in his object, with a grandeur, 
variety, and alteration in his means, to which. 
if some of his living enemies afford a disgrace. 
ful contrast,—there is, at least, no parallel in, 
former ages. 

Thus resolved by temper, and thus ruled 
by neecessity, what obstacle interrupted (he 
instantaneous execution of his plans e_Why 
was not Zealand oceupied at ance 2—Why not 
achain of arseuals provided ?—men-of.war 
built, asat Antwerp, and in Holland ?—arma. 
ments equipped?=—and troops in readincss. 
for transportation ?—Plainly, because such 
steps could be taken only where the peoplo of, 
the country were submissive, and his authority 
inaccessable aud secure, But the German’ 
nations were ripe for revolt s—and his prepas, 
rations, therefore, might have fallen into the: 
hands of the insurgeûts, and gone to thé sub, 
version of his own power, unless Germany, 
were first reconguered. *'Two groat featureg, 
of Napolcon’s gefius were now displayed. 
under the most striking form :—llis audacity 
in the conception of this terrible enterprize—, 
his subtlety in the instruments that he 
employed. … Had he left the agitations of the. 
Geraian character to swell and quieken with. 
out guidance or control, they might hive 
burst in rain around him, ‘The Kings of his’ 
creation, the tribataries of the Rhine, would, 
have fed before the slaves of their own dele. 
gatcd prerogative,——and the whole exterivr 
mechanism of the Rerolutian must have been 
constructed anew. He did not sleep at the 
approach of danger. He summoned his vassels. 
to the Freuch baaners— to a field of his own 
choice; with the confidence of one longa. 
versed in the art of wielding an assemblage, 
of untamed spirits,—and under pretences 
allied to the disposition with which they met. 
He was atlittle toss for an expedient te direct 
the passious which he had pre-océupieds or 
to waste the strength which he had thus unit 
ed. To the angry Germans he proclaimed.a 
erusade, for restoring freedom to the discon. 
tented Poles: but aware that while the 
native power of Russia remained unbroken, 
all the sufferings of the Continent would look. 
to her for relief; and that her policy would 
supply them with perpetual encouragement 
to iasurrection, he combined with the project 
of wresting Poland from her sway, that of 
overwhelming and destroying her entire 
army in the conflict! Poland, as a depên. 
dency of France, would be much more form. 
idable to Austria, whom, in military phrase, 
she turned, than to. Russia, by whom shg 
herself was fanked. So far as regarded the 


movements of the Austrian Cabinet, Buonas 
parte might have safely terminated the last 
campaign, by fixing a Polish kingdom on the 
back of Hungary. Notse with his Musco. 
vie opponent.” The retreat of the Russian 
army was the ruin of mose than half his 
echeme. Had he retraced his footsteps from 
the frontier, after merely organising the. new 
Rroviages which he had acquired, I do-motéay 
it would have been ultimately an erroneous 
system :: bat it wouid have clpuded all His ts 
mediate views, which centered in the: maritime 
war.
